Versailles. France, ".Jan. 17.—Pre 


mier Poincare was elected presiden 
of the French republic by the nation 
al assembly here today. 
Premier Raymond Poincare obtainec 


429 votes on the first ballot and Jules 
Tarns 327, according to the corrected 
result. 
A second ballot must there 


fore be taken, the number necessai'i 
for election being 435.

part in the election of a new presi 
dent of the republic. 
President Fal 


lieries' term expires on February IS 
Nominally 897 representatives of the 
people were entitled to vote today in 
the national assembly convened in the 
ancient residence of the 
kings ot 


France. 


According to the constitution if the 


ballots are cast without a result the 
candidate then holding the highest to 
tal of votes is chosen as president 
Out of the nine presidential election's 
which have been held since the foun- 
dations of the third republic in 1870 
seven have been decided on the first 
ballot. 


Only at the election of Sacli-Carnot 


in 1SS7 and 
of Felix Faure in 1S9J 


were two ballots necessa'ry. 


The national assembly was opened 


by Antonin Dubost. president of the 
senate, who read the decree of con- 
vocation. 
Nine-tenths of the specta- 


tors 
in 
the galleries were women. 


Everybody present was listening with 
'strained attention when suddenly a 
thunderous voice from, the body of the 
hall shouted—,- 
"We protest against t 
." 
The 


rest of the phrase was lost in a tu- 
mult of cries and exclamations. 
The 


voice was that of the conservative 
deputy, the Marquis Albert De Dion, 
who when the uproar Jiad subsided, 
start e"cT"af resh: 


"We protest against the election of 


the president of the republic by par- 
liament" instead -of by the people." 
The assemblage was 
agitated anew 


by a shout from a socialist deputy, 
"Down with the empire.'' 


The republicans replied by cheer- 


ing ."Long live the republic!" 


Senator Dubost gradually restored 


order by admonishing the assembly 
that such interruptions were deplor- 
able and futile as well as being con- 
trary to the rules of what was merely 
an electoral college where motions 
and speeches, whatever their charac- 
ter, were not permissible. 


Previous to his election. Premier 


Poincare was insulted by ex-Premier 
George Clemenceau, at the opening of 
the national congress for the election 
of a president. 
M. Poincare at once 


appointed Aristice Briand. the minis- 
ter of justice, and L. L. Klotz, minis- 
ter of finance, to act as his seconds, 
ann to arrange a duel. 


The incident between Poincare and 


Clernenceau arose out of a letter sent 
by the former premier to M. Poincare, 
the contents of which were considered 
offensive by the- recipient. 
The pre- 


mier promptly sent his seconds to ask 
for an explanation and 
unless tliis 


should prove satisfactory under the 
customs of France the incident will 
result in a duel. 


Considerable commotion was caused 


by a stranger seeking to obtain en- 
trance into the palace. When he was 
stopped by a gendarme and asked his 
business lie pulled out a revolver and 
shouted 
"This election 
should not 


take place." 
He 
was at once dis- 


armed and arrested. 
A number of 


other suspects also were taken into 
custody. 


The interior of the palace 
which 


dates from the time of Louis the l-lth 
was brilliantly decorated. AVith'm the 
palace many lively luncheon and tea 
parties were given 
by the various 


functionaries while some of the small- 
er rooms were occupied by partisans 
of the various candidates discussing 
the tactics to be pursued. 


The broad lobbies were filled with 


senators and deputies and hundreds of 
reporters for all of whom the govern- 
ment provided tobacco, cigars and cig- 
arettes. 


Twelve special telegraph wires had 


been laid from Versailles to Paris, for 
the use of officials 
and • newspaper 


correspondents and dozens of special 
telephones were installed 
to insure 


rapid communication. 


The buffet of the palace was heavily' 


stocked with large quantities of 
all 


kinds of food aud thousands of bot- 
tles of mineral 
water. Throughout 


the morning two huge caldrons of soup 
steamed

Quite, a

many farmers, we learn/ had some 
portions of their crops 
yet in the 


sheds when the soft weather came, 
especially in the northern growing 
sections, arid it is possible the late 
case did nof reach there. As a gen- 
eral thing, however, the season has 
proved an exceptional one for getting 
the tobacco from the curing sheds in- 
to she bundle for delivery. .There has 
been less high case or wet tobacco 
for packers to contend with than the 
average season. A warm, late fall, of' 
course, helped, greatly in curing out 
the stems').while almost perfect casing 
•weather permitted' farmers to get 
their tobacco down in prime condi- 
tion. If any trouble is experienced in 
delivery it invariably does not arise 
from the condition which the crop 
comes to the packing houses from' th'e 
farm this year.

Afternoon, 


County 
Highway 
Commissioner 


Charles E. Moore of tho town of Mag- 
nolia, presented the fifth annual 
re- 


port of the commissioner at the ses- 
sion of the county board this after- 
noon. During the year 1912 the high- 
way, commissioner .has had charge of 
the construction of twenty and a half 
miles of state and county aid highway 
for which a total of over $;i2,000 were 
raised. 
Of this amount there are $10,- 


0-12 still unexpended owing to the fact 
that a large portion of the projected 
highways is,still uncompleted. 


Over $6,000 was spent on 
county 


highways for repairs according to the 
report leaving a balance in the repair 
'und of $4,640. The county highway 
system now comprises 124 miles 
all 


under the supervision of the road com- 
missioner. 


The report of the highway commit- 


tee of the board, was given in conjunc- 
tion with Mr. Moore's statement 
of 


the conditions of the county 
road 


affairs. 
They have worked together 


on the papers and memoranda of S. fcr. 
Jones, the highway commissioner, and 
nave spent considerable time with the 
township chairman checking over tho 
accounts." 


It was anticipated that the 
board 


would take some action before 
ad- 


journment late this afternoon on the 
matter ol! highway equipment as 
re- 


commended by Mr. Moore and 
the 


committee. 
This would mean one or 


two new. road rollers and possibly an 
appropriation for several road graders 
which, it has been stated are badly 
needed. 


Following an itemized 
account

the money expended on the state aid 
highways in the" various townships 
during the year of 1912, County High-' 
way Commissioner 
.C. E. Moore of
